As a former conference chairman, it is a particular pleasure to tell 
you about the excellent program for our Chicago convention during 
Easter Week. Brother Arthur L. Goerdt, CLA vice-president, and the 
Section Chairmen have arranged that our theme, “The Catholic Library 
and the Intellectual Life,” be treated in various and interesting ways 
by outstanding speakers.

Regina Medal Luncheon 


One of the brightest moments of the Confer 
ence will take place on Monday, March 30.

National Library Week 


Looking back on the first celebration of Na 
tional Library Week, 1958, it was significant to 
observe that in state after state the response of 
church and church-related groups was immedi 
ate and spontaneous. Time had not permitted 
special emphasis in this area, yet there was tan 
gible evidence of enthusiasm and participation 
from everywhere. With an earlier start for NLW, 
\pril 12-18, 1959, work began right after Labor 
Day to enlist the ofhcial support of inter-faith 
organizations. The Religious Publishers Group, 
quick to recognize the positive values to be de 
rived from a “grass-roots” read-more campaign, 
decided as a body to suspend their regular Lent 
en Lists in favor of supporting NLW. Next 
came the ofhcial endorsement of the Catholic 
Library Association which set the wheels in 
motion for a religious program that promises to 
develop into an overwhelming nationwide effort 
by Catholic library, church and lay groups on 
national, state and local levels. 

To attempt a rundown of the complete pro 
gram planned would be virtually impossible. A 
few highlights, however, will serve to indicate 
the wide scope of Catholic participation. The 
National Catholic Welfare Conference, with its 
News Service, has arranged for distribution of 
an article by Father Harold C. Gardiner which 
will appear simultaneously in America. The 
NCWC Family Life Bureau is incorporating 
NLW aims into its existing program reaching 
16,000 parishes. NCWC Director of Education, 
Monsignor Frederick Hochwalt, is contacting all 
school superintendents throughout the country 
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urging participation in local activities. The Na 
tional Council of Catholic Women and the Na 
tional Council of Catholic Men have pledged 
full cooperation. Newman Clubs will carry the 
NLW message to college campuses. The Con 
fraternity of Christian Doctrine, headquarters in 
Washington, plans to make NLW a part of the 
national “Released Time Program.” 

In the mass communications field there are a 
number of exciting developments to match or 
ganizational support. Columbia Magazine, Our 
Sunday Visitor, The Sign, Catholic World, to 
name a few, will carry articles featuring NLW. 
Twenty general consumer magazines—including 
Reader's Digest, Look, Saturday Review, Satur- 
day Evening Post and This Week—are already 
firmly committed to feature the NLW read 
more message in April. 

The potential of radio and television in stress 
ing the values of religious reading and in making 
religious books the core of home libraries has not 
been overlooked. Father Keller has agreed to de 
vote a National Christophers TV program to 
NLW aims. “Christians in Action” will feature 
religious reading and libraries on Sunday, April 
12, which has been designated Religious Library 
Sunday. Once again, local programs will be a 
powerful instrument in communicating the li 
brary story to the total community. To reinforce 
this, TV spots, telops and radio spots will be 
available to local committees in February. 

To date, 6,000 copies of the 1959 Organiza 
tion Handbook, which this year is more specific 
in suggesting local activities, have been distribut

In his decree of restoration the Holy 
Father recalled that Augustine called 
the Easter vigil “the mother of all sa- 
cred vigils.” Father Weller in his Intro- 
duction explains the preeminent dignity 
of this vigil. The paschal rites were the 
liturgy of the Redemption in its broad- 
est connotation. The ancient Easter 
nightwatch was the liturgical celebration 
not only of Christ’s resurrection, but also 
and primarily of man’s deliverance from 
the slavery of sin. 





Although Easter had come to be regard- 
ed in the popular mind almost exclu- 
sively as the feast of our Lord’s resur- 
rection, even before the time of Augus- 
tine, yet it is clear from the Saint’s 
sermons that the Church in Africa of the 
early fifth century still regarded the 
Christian Pasch as the sacramental re- 
enactment of the whole work of Re- 
demption, rather than a mere historical 
feast commemorating the one phase of 
Christ’s victory over death. 
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Father Weller has made a tremen- 
dous contribution to the fuller under- 
standing of the reasons behind the res- 
toration of the ancient Easter liturgy. 
The sermons selected are gems of Au-

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Franciscan Studies and Reports

The purpose of this article is to describe the 
development of the reports of the Franciscan 
Educational Conference and the Franciscan 
Studies. Conclusions and decisions for handling 
are left to the individual librarian as he sees fit 
to meet his own needs. 

The FEC was a project begun in 1919 to 
bring about “a greater unity of action and sym 
pathetic cooperation among Franciscan educators 
of this country.”” At first it was exclusively for 
Franciscans. Within a few short years, the Con 
ference opened its meetings to other families of 
the Franciscan Order. From the beginning, the 
FEC published a report of sessions for the re 
spective year of the meeting covered. 

Apart from the annual report, provision was 
made for an outlet for the scholarly research of 
the Friars. In 1924 the Conference began pub- 
lishing monographs at irregular intervals, appear- 
ing as the series, Franciscan Studies. FS became 
a quarterly in 1941. At this time, because of 
the war, the reports of the FEC were printed 
as the fourth number of FS. This arrangement 
lasted for four years. 

There was no FEC held in the year 1945. The 
fourth number of FS was then taken up with 
other material. When the report of the 1946 
Conference was published, it once more ap 
peared as a separate volume. It continued an 
nually as such up to the present time. FS, on the 
other hand, likewise remained a quarterly pub 
lication but emanated as a publication of the 
Franciscan Institute at St. Bonaventure, New 
York. 

The following more detailed breakdown is 
offered from a librarian’s point of view.

FEC Reports—Title and Occurrence 

The reports of the annual meetings, from the 
beginning in 1919 until 1935 inclusively, bear 
the title: Report of the Annual Meeting. A run 
ning (quasi-series) title appears at the top of the 
page as: The Franciscan Educational Confer 
ence, which is frequently mistaken for the real 
title. From 1936 through 1940, though the run 
ning title is retained, a new title, corresponding 
to the subject of the particular conference for 
the vear, is used. This subject title appears in 
larger type, the idea of a report being some 
what subdued and included beneath the sub 
ject title. This practice (except for the running 
title) continues even in the December issues of 
the FS, which carry the reports from 1941-1944. 
Upon appearing once again as a separate volume 
in 1946 and onward, the reports bear only a sub 
ject title, while notice of a report is relegated to 
italics. The reports are annual except for 1945, 
when no conference was held. The FEC has 


consistently been the publisher of these reports. 


Volume Numbering and Pagination 

The volume number coincides with the num 
ber of the respective annual conference. This 
number is duplicated on the title page, to appear 
also as an issue number. Such is the case until 
the inclusion of the reports as the fourth issue of 
FS. In 1946 the numbering of the volumes be 
gins again with XXVII, since this is the report 
of the twenty-seventh conference. From this time 
on no further listing of an issue number appears. 

Each report has its own pagination with the 
exception, of course, of those reports which were 
part of FS. In such cases, the pages of the re- 
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ports were numbered consecutively with those 
of the proper volume of FS of which they were 
part. 


Franciscan Studies—Vital Facts 

FS is the series-title of the monographs pub- 
lished from 1924 until 1940 inclusively by the 
FEC. The individual volumes are entitled ac 
cording to their content and appear at irregular 
intervals. From 1941 the FS emerges as a quar 
terly Cissued March, June, September and De 
cember ). 

The FEC was the real publisher of FS until 
1947.5 The apparent publishers listed on the 
title pages are only dealers or printers. From 
1947 to the present, the Franciscan Institute is 
the publisher of the FS quarterly. 

During its appearance as a monograph series, 
FS had its volumes numbered consecutively up 
on publication. Usually the month of issue is 
given but not so as to imply anything of a reg 
ular periodical nature. This series ended with 
the monograph of 1940, bearing the number 
XXI. Emerging as a quarterly, FS began its 
numbering where the monographs left off. 


Hence the first issue of 1941 is “Volume 22, 


number 1.” On the title page of the quarterly 
beginning with 1941 and enduring through 
1944), we find a statement in parentheses about 
the numbering of a new series. The old series 
was abandoned and deleted entirely at the be- 
ginning of 1948, which volume is listed as vol- 
ume 6. 

Each of the FS monographs has its own pag 
ination. Occasionally these monographs are re- 
prints from some other source; the plates of the 
originals were used and irregular pagination is 
the result in such volumes. 

As a final note, the present writer finds it con- 
venient, if not altogether technically correct, to 
treat FS (both monographs and quarterly), and 
also FEC reports, separately and as periodicals. 
Even the fact that the reports for 1941-1944 are 
bound as the fourth issues of FS presents no 
serious difficulty, once the librarian is aware of 
the situation.

Of the making of anthologies there is no end. 
We no more than complete one gathering of 
the flowers of literature, than another has ap 
peared in the library garden. The latest bloom 
seems to us particularly fragrant, a ten-volume 
set Through Golden Windows (Hale, 1958, 
$34.50 or $3.45 per volume). Each volume is 
approximately 330 pages, in large type, attrac 
tively illustrated and representative of a phase 
of children’s literature. The volumes, interest- 
ingly, are paired to provide for pre-school and

primary, grades, and intermediate

interest are fun and humor, adventure, children 
everywhere, story of America, and science.

They state their aims as meeting chil- 
dren's needs and to help parents provide a basic 
home library. The compilers had the good 
sense to retain the original illustrators of our 
treasured books. 

The librarian might well ask—Why another 
anthology? The editors reply: “the books are 
needed”. Granted this, we question if the read 
ing of excerpts will lead children to the read 
ing of the full work. Here we cannot use the 
digest magazines for comparison nor contrast 
them with abridgments and adaptations. The 
dramatic incidents used from the many books 
two hundred at least—are expertly selected.

CLA Offers Opportunity for Hospital 
Librarians to Share Problems 
and Solutions 

The Catholic Library Association assists the 
librarian in the realization of the full potential of 
the hospital library with its contribution to the 
intellectual and professional advancement of the 
doctor and the nurse, and the comprehensive re- 
covery of the patient. 

Present day standards of hospital accreditation 
and evaluation affect libraries concurrently with 
other departments of the hospital. They demand 
well organized libraries, staffed by competent li- 
brarians, to meet the needs and advances in med- 
ical and nursing education and to provide biblio 
therapeutc techniques for the patient. Cardinal 
Cushing, speaking at the 1956 CLA Annual Con 
ference in Boston, Massachusetts, emphasized the 
importance of the three types of hospital libraries 

The Medical Library: “It is our obligation not 
to surrender our hope of assisting in medical alert- 
ness because we lack funds for the ideal arrange- 
ments. Every Catholic Hospital must strive to do 
its utmost with intelligence and zeal in order that 
its doctors may keep up-to-date with current devel- 

opments by the least expenditure of their time. . 

In the present stage of medical research, no doctor 

can in conscience fail to keep abreast of general 

developments in his profession and of developments 
in his particular field. Every doctor, no matter how 
competent, must have access to a library. . . .” 
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Nursing School Library: “The responsibility of 
the nursing school in this regard is, first to make 
the student nurse aware of the literature of nurs- 
ing and of medicine, and second, to implant in 
her the habit of reading and the desire to keep 
abreast of research.” 

Patients Library: “The youngest of libraries in 
hospitals is the library for patients, which has 
grown and developed in our generation from the 
occasional adjunct to the public library into a col- 
lection of books chosen not only for the recrea- 
tion and general welfare of the patient but also as 
a contribution to his recovery.” 


Concern for current hospital needs led to the 
formation of the Hospital Section within the 
Catholic Library Association to encourage the 
establishment and further the better organization 
of libraries for doctors, nurses, patients and per- 
sonnel according to recognized standards for each 
type of library, to interest qualified librarians to 
obtain certification by the Medical Library Asso- 
ciation, and to assist and encourage those with- 
out formal training who are already in the field. 

The CLA fosters new personal and professional 
friendships throughout the United States and 
Canada. It provides media for communication

—Hospital Section Publications—Rx Books 
and Bandages which appears in the 
Catholic Library World and the Hospital- 
ler (Newsletter of the Hospital Section)— 


to facilitate the exchange of ideas, the orientation 
to new library trends and the sharing of problems 
and solutions. 

Problems, once removed from a singular to a 
commonly shared status, seem to shrink to man 
ageable size. No problem is too simple or too 
complex—the secret is in the sharing. 

“Our hospital is to be surveyed by the Joint 
Commission. Have I done everything possible to 
assure the full points allowed for the library?” 

“We have great difficulty in controlling books 
issued to patients in our hospital. Is there any sim- 
ple, yet efficient, control system?” 

“The National League for Nursing will soon 
examine our school of nursing. Have I overlooked 
anything in the library which will jeopardize full 
accreditation?” 

“T feel that an integrated library is the key to 
good library service in our small hospital, but all 
groups are resistant to the consolidation.” 

“How do you organize your pamphlets?” 
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These and other problems, of immediate and 
vital concern to many librarians, have been met 
and solved by others. Their varied suggestions 
can resolve the difhculties of others or at least 
suggest a satisfactory adaptation. Perhaps it will 
give the librarian needed confidence to continue 
present policies and procedures. 

The exchange and pooling of ideas often leads 
to more efhicient yet less complicated procedures. 
\n economy of time devoted to routing is affect- 
ed, releasing the librarian for more creative and 
educational functions. The librarian is an integral 
member of the professional team and must be 
alert to the pivotal position of the hospital library, 
the hub of the institution. She is charged with 
the continuing education and intellectual devel- 
opment of the hospital citizen. She must effect 
optimum usage of the library by making a care- 
fully selected, well organized book collection and 
tools for literature retrieval readily accessible, by a 
judicious use of new audio-visual tools and above 
all, by her own enthusiasm and helpfulness. 

To lighten her heavy responsibility, the hos- 
pital librarian must fully utilize the aids offered 
by CLA—the book lists and reviews, reports on 
new trends and equipment, the contact with 
other librarians, the stimuli of the Conference 
speakers. These will help the librarian to better 
understand her role and the most dynamic way 
of implementing it. Certainly all School of Nurs- 
ing Librarians who heard Sister Francis Xavier, 
G.N.S.H. CD’Youville College, Buffalo, New 
York) speak at the 1958 CLA Annual Con 
ference in Buffalo, gained new insights into their 
own role and its relationship to the educational 
team and came away with a fresh enthusiasm 
and determination. The librarian who cannot 
attend the Annual and Regional Conferences 
may send her problems into The Hospitaller 
where they will be discussed by competent people 
n the hospital library fleld. 

lhe Catholic Library Association provides the 
framework, the opportunity. Seize this opportun- 
ty and the future of your hospital library will 


ndeed be bright.

“A true American, a great churchman, and an 
apostolic Paulist had left us—and he would be 
missed. He had been a giant in his times, and 
the death of giant leaves a large place to be 
filled.” It is these words that end the biography 
(page 270) of the late Father James Gillis. 
There will be few, if any, reading Catholics, 
who do not know at least who Father Gillis was. 
His columns published in the Catholic papers 
and his editorials in the Catholic World identi 
fied him to thousands of people in the past quar 
ter of a century. The book, James Gillis, Pauilist, 
(Hanover, $3.95) by Father James F. Finley, 
written in a most attractive style and filled with 
lively and quotable anecdotes, reveals a deep 
appreciation for this controversial Paulist. In 
this instance, one cannot help but be reminded 
of another such great priest, Father Vincent Mc 
Nabb, O.P. Biographies of both these religious 
who labored in the market-places, an English 
Dominican and an American Paulist, should 
prove popular in parish libraries. 

Looking back over the years at the authors, 
both great and small, who have written about 
Saint Joan of Arc, one would think that another 
biography would not be possible. Yet Sven Stol 
pe, a Swedish convert to Catholicism, did think 
so. This author, in The Maid of Orleans (Pan- 
theon, $4.00), sees in Saint Joan not so much 
the warrior maid as the mystic, and recognizes 
her mission not so much to deliver France as to 
share in the passion of Christ. In this shift of 
emphasis from the national to the universal 
theme, the well-known - story new 
heights. The author’s concept of history, “His- 
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tory was divided into two parts both orientat- 
ed towards the same point, the period before 
and the period after God became man” (page 
18), adjusts the focus for us early in the book. 
There is a good deal of history and it is not 
what could be described as popular biography 
but it is assuredly a great one. The conclusion 
in the author's postscript (page 298) is most re 
vealing of the spirit of the book: “Most of all I 
have learned from the few pages which Leon 
Bloy devoted to Joan of Arc and from the Chris 
tian interpretation of history and of the doctrine 
of suffering propounded in his works.” 

Monsignor Joseph P. Kelly does not call his 
book, Meet Saint Teresa, (Pustet, $3.95) a bi 
ography, but states simply, “An introduction to 
La Madre of Avila.” This seems to be exactly 
what it is, for the author’s attempt to bring about 
in the reader an appreciation particularly for the 
writings of “Senorita of Old Castile,” writings 
in which this great Saint and mystic never once 
forgot that God had made her a human being. 
She has endeared herself to all ages with such 
words as: “God is there among the pots and pans 
in the kitchen,” or, “We can teach your daugh 
ter piety but we can’t give her common sense.” 

He Chose Catherine, (Pageant Press, $3.00) 
a simple biography written by Sister Mary Paul, 
O.S.F., is intended for use with young people. 
The background of Catherine’s life is a counter 
part of the places in our world today where revo- 
lution, religious persecution, and poverty stalk 
the countries of Europe. This Dutch peasant 
woman will show any modern girl that a life of 
self-sacrifice and fidelity to God’s law is His high 
est calling. 

Saint Catherine Laboure of the Miraculous 
Medal, by Father Joseph I. Dirvin, C.M., is what 
is up to now, the definitive biography. The au- 
thor spent over ten years gathering the facts in 
Catherine’s native village in Burgundy, in Paris, 
and in Rome. After such lengthy research one 
might well expect this book to have become a 
monument to the Saint, but such is not the case; 
it has become a human tribute to one who lived 
a life of obscurity. The story of Catherine La- 
boure is so well known as to need no retelling 
here, but the amplification of details in her life 
which are not generally well-known, makes one 
read the book with fresh and new wonder. “Not 
until a few months before her death—and then 
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only because of extreme urgency, did Catherine 
reveal to her superior that she was the mysterious 
Sister to whom the Blessed Virgin had manifest- 
ed the design for the Miraculous Medal forty- 
six years before.” What an example of silence in 
the world of rumors of the twentieth century. 
Mexico, Land of Mary's Wonders, (St. An- 
thony Guild, $4.00) will undoubtedly prove to 
be a popular book in a parish library. Father 
Joseph L. Cassidy has gathered together stories 
and pictures of twenty-seven shrines which 
honor our Lady in Mexico. The people of Mexi- 
co love our Lady and a picture here or a statue 
there soon has legends attached to it by Mary’s 
“pious children.” And although these stories are 
not all authentic or incontestable with miracles, 
nevertheless they do reveal the character and sim- 
plicity of the people. The author makes an ex- 
cellent point in his foreword when he points out 
that “a culture should not be viewed unfavor- 
ably just because it is alien.” Thus the photo- 
graphs in the book reveal the rich brocades, the 
gold and the jewels with which a people honors 


the Mother of God. 


This is but a brief commentary on some of 
the books which would be good additions to a 
parish library. 

Special mention should be made of the Par- 
ish Library Section of the Minnesota-Dakota 
Unit. They have held frequent meetings 
throughout the year, primarily for the purpose 
of reviewing books. One of the fruitful results 
of this has been the exchange of duplicate copies. 
It may be an idea which other parish libraries 
would like to try.

and minus one arm, amputated in a Civil War in- 
jury, he led a party of inexperienced explorers down

Grand Canyon. Incredible difficulties marked the 

trip so that Powell was not able to make the hoped 

for scientfic investigation. But the basis of further 
study was laid and the river system had been con- 
quered. 

Wes Powell was directly responsible for the United 
States Geological Survey and for the United States 
Bureau of Ethnology. He was the first chief of this 
bureau and the second of the United States Geolog- 
ical Survey. 

Though the author begins his story with some char- 
acterization, this becomes a minor factor as the story 
goes on. The exploration of the rivers is the real story 
which almost tells itself. The author handles the de- 
tails well. The rest of the story is anti-climactic, but 
nteresting.
